M- G. Smith 6ued out a peace warrant 
against Mrs. John Scott; bail in $100 for 
two months. 

Lewis Schultz was arraigned for obtain- 
ing goods to the amount of $1,100, and $75 
in money, under false pretenses, from Chas 
Reike and David Hart. Schultz, on the 1st 
day of August last, was employed at the 
Custom House as a private detective, but 
was only retained one week, when he was 
discharged. He, as a Government officer, 
promised to ship through, to the Southern 
Confederacy, three tranks, containing sol- 
diers 7 buttons, and a box with seventeen 
swords, for which he was to receive $150. 
He received $75 down, and the balance 
when the goods were shipped. He failed 
to ship the goods, and could give no account 
of them, whereupon Messrs. Reike and 
Hart swore out a warrant against him for 
obtaining the goods under false pretenses 

After consultation with the legal profes 
sion, they concluded it would be beet not to 
prosecute the suit, and from the advice of 
their counsel, they would answer no ques- 
tion concerning the goods, fearing they 
might lay themselves liable loan indictment 
for smuggling. There being no proof, the 
defendant wis discharged. 

All pariies appeared to be satisfied to get 
off as well as they did — the defendant sat- 
isfied with his eleven hundred dollars’ worth 
of goods, and the complainants satisfied by 
avoiding a prosecution.

Fire — The frame residence of Mr. Henry 
Farley, the policeman, at No. 516 West 
street, together with the adjoining tenement, 
also a frame, was destroyed by fire at two 
o’clock yesterJay morning. The furniture 
in each building, however, was saved. The 
buildings were the property of Mr. Farley.

Gentlemen: In my letter in your issue of 
to-day, I was exceeding astonished at two 
lines which greeted me while reading it. 
Wnile I can but admire the two gentlemen 
personally, yet such incendiary and revo- 
lutionary speeches as were made by them 
on the occasion of the Grimpsey party’s 
matinee here, cannot be endorsed by myself, 
either by implication or otherwise, and no 
man who really has at heart the true neu- 
trality of our gallant State dare endorse 
them. 

In clipping the resolutions from a co- 
temporary, and not having read them care- 
fully, the lines were included in my letter. 
I make this explanation for fear, under the 
delusion that I am a seeker or failing in 
my faith, our Governor may be induced to 
send me the reward for ‘sich’ a commission 
as Aid- de-Camp. 

Some considerable excitement has been 
created here among the members under the 
continued lashings of the Journal. While 
there can be no doubt that the motives of 
that paper, which is 60 gallantly defending 
and battling for our country, are true and 
honest, yet it can r e but a fair inference that 
the Union men here, having in almost every 
instance been chosen by large majorities, 
and in every instance for their noble devo- 
tion to the Union, certainly can knew of the 
necessities, and what the exigencies of the 
case require ; and if there be any so silly as 
to think that, knowing their duty, they will 
not perform it, he had better come here and 
get a sight of the men in whose hands the 
destiny of Kentucky is placed. If he does, 
1 will guarantee he goes home satisfied. 

There was nothing done in the Senate this 
morning. A resolution requiring Governor 
Magoffin to clear Kentucky cf all soldiers 
from either side, was read. Under the rules 
it iays over until to-morrow. 

In the House, Mr. Yeaman rose to a 
personal explanation, and read an extract 
from some paper that he (Yeaman) had 
offered a motion or resolution that all of 
the telegraph offices be searched to see if 
there could be found any proof of a pre- 
meditated design on the part of Tennessee 
or the Confeds to invade Kentucky. 

His resolution was that Jeff. Davie be 
telegraphed to at Richmond — out of which 
tittle iamb grew the lion story. 

Mr. Desha offered a resolution protesting 
against any troops of either one side or the 
other being allowed on Kentucky soil, and 
pledging one unto another our lives and 
sacred honor to protect, defend and main- 
tain Kentucky’s neutrality. 

A resolution by Mr. Ewing requiring the 
Governor to see the neutrally, as held by 
him before this Legislature and the people 
of Kentucky in their several elections, en 
forced. 

The first of these, under the rules, lays 
over. 

As to the second, it is perfectly super- 
fluous, as the people, without regard to his 
Excellency, will be careful to see their defini- 
tion of neutrality enforced, fully and per- 
emptorily. 

On the strength of communications and 
squibs in the Courier and Yeoman a resolu- 
tion was offered inquiring whether any 
one in this State was holding or exercising 
the duties of any office under the State 
Constitution, and at the same time holding 
an office under the United States Govern- 
ment.

Hon. W. O. Anderson had the reso- 
lution referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the Gover- 
nor be requested to urge upon the Federal 
and Confederate authorities the immediate 
and unconditional withdrawal of all troops, 
olaced by said parties on Kentucky soil, 
beyond the limits of this State, and urge 
upon them hereafter to observe the neutral 
position which Kentucky, through her 
L a gislature, has thrice assumpted 

L;ave was given to bring in the following 
bills : 

Mr. Speed — A bill to amend the charter 
of the city of Louisville. 

Mr. Pennebaker — A bill to recognize the 
Court of Appeals, and to increase the sala 
ries of the Judges thereof.

3. That we pledge to ea:h other our 
sacred honor that we will do all we can to 
preserve the neutrality of Kentucky; and 
for this purpose we will unite in the creation 
of a State force for the lawful protection of 
all citizens, and insist on the withdrawal of 
the troops of the United Stales and the 
Confederate States from the soil of the 
State. 

4. That after having secured the neutral- 
ity of Kentucky, we will unite our councils 
for the purpose of producing peace between 
the two belligerent parties on the best prac- 
tical basis, securing the honor and em 
bracing the interest of each 

5. That for this purpose we recommends 
truce between the belligerents, and the ap- 
pointment by both parties of Commissioners 
to adjust the difficulties. 

Mr. Ewing offered the following joint 
resolution, which lies one day on the table, 
viz; 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky , That the Govern- 
or of the State be, and he ia hereby, requested 
to urge upon the Federal and Confederate 
authorities the immediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of all troops placed by said 
parties on Kentucky soil: aud that he en- 
force the 6trict neutrality of Kentucky, 
which she has assumed through her Legis- 
lature, and by the popular vote of the 
people 

Mr Gilbert offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary, viz: 

Resolved , That the Committee on the 
Judiciary be directed to make diligent 
inquiry, and report to this House whether 
any person or persons holding or exercising 
any office of trust or profit under the laws 
of the State is now holding or exercising 
any office of trust or profit under the United 
States; and that said committee be empow- 
ered to send for persons and papers.

or Ammunition from me, must bring sufficient evidence 
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and fit up and furnish suitable buildings 
for the army and brigade hospitals, in 
places and in such manner as circumstances 
require, attend to the selection of women 
and nurses under the authority of Mies 
Dix, to co-operate with the surgeons of the 
various hospitals in providing male nurses, 
to consult with the commanding and regi- 
mental officers with regard to sanitary and 
general condition of troops, and aid them 
in providing proper means for the preserva- 
tion of health and preventing sickness by 
wholesome and well cooked food, and obtain 
from the community at large such addition- 
al means of increasing the comfort, pro- 
moting the moral and social welfare of the 
men in camp and hospital, as may be needed 
and cannot be furnished by Government 
regulations. The committee is not intended 
to interfere with the medical staff or other 
officers of the army, but to co-operate with 
them and aid them in the discharge of their 
present arduous duties. 

Jeffebson City, September Jl, — A gen- 
tleman from Georgetown, Rems oounty, 
reports General Price’s artmL. encamped 
Saturday night last, on the Momfcburg road 
near Clinton, in Henry county, destined for 
Lexington. 

Another messenger from Sedalia brings 
information that Dr. Jennison, the “Kansas 
Jay Hawker,” with a small force from that 
State, had fallen upon a party of 500 rebels 
under the notorious Dr. Staples, and had 
completely routed them and killed their 
leader, if this be true the most difficult 
part of restoring peace in Pettis and the 
adjoining counties has been accomplished. 

This min Staples and Capt. Magoffin, 
captured some days since, have been the 
principal instigators of secession in these 
counties The same messenger states that 
Col. Marshall’s Illinois Cavalry had sur- 
rounded 600 rebels below Lexington, and 
taken the whole force prisoners. Shelby 
had two cannon. This latter report needs 
confirmation, but it has been known for 
several da;s that Shelby’s band had taken 
possession of the place indicated, after aban- 
doning the siege of Lexington. 

Mexico, Mo., Sept. 9. — Another fiendish 
attempt to destroy the lives of our soldiers 
was made a day or so since on the North 
Missouri Railroad. The timbers of a 
bridge just this side of Sturgeon were 
partially burned, in expectation that a train 
laden with troop3 would be precipitated into 
the creek below; but the design of the vil- 
lian being known, the train stopped here 
and the troops are now encamped at this 
place, where they will remain until the 
bridge is repaired. 

Ft. Monroe, September 11 — In view of 
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Washington, September 11 — A large 
party started out at seven o’clock this morn- 
ing, from the Chain Bridge, under Colonel 
Stevens, of the New York Highlanders. As 
our skirmishers advanced, the enemy’s 
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Affairs id Southern Kentucky. ! 

A Cairo correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republican of the 9th says : 

Advices from Paducah, received last even- 
ing, represent the town quiet. There are 
now about 7,000 of our troops there. Citi- 
zens of Paducah state that the inhabitants 
are sending off their families as rapidly as 
possible, in expectation of an attack. They 
report Gen. Pillow within thirty miles of 
the town with 20,000 men. The indieat ions 
are strong that there will be bloody work in 
Southern Kentucky. 

A gun on one of the gunboats at Paducah 
was accidentally discharged on Friday, 
sendirg a shell through a house, which 
fortunately happened to be uninhabited. 

No intrenchments had been thrown up at 
Paducah yesterday, but there will boou be 
considerable work done in that line. 

The Tradewater Belle, a steamboat owned 
by John Bell, has been seized at Southland 
by the Federal authorities. She had been 
conveying provisions, &c., up the Tennes- 
see river. The boat iB old, and of little 
value. 

The bridge over Clark River, on the rail- 
road irom Paducah to Mayfield has been 
destroyed by cur troops, who now have 
possession of the road 

Gen. Smith baa placed Gen. Paine in 
charge cf the instruct cn of police and 
discipline in the camps. Stringent orders 
are issued to officers and men to be withiu 
camp txcept when cn duty. Capt. Kahn, 
of the Niuth Illinois, is appointed Provost 
Marshal. People are still leaving Only 
one church was opeuin Paducah on Sunday, 
with forty hearers. The secessionists are 
very jubulaat over the report of a rebel 
victory on the Potomac 

A force was sent to Southland yesterday 
to guard the mouth of the Cumberland river. 
With the Cumberland and the Tennessee 
rivers, and the railroad south of Paducah, 
in the hands of the Union forces, the bread 
and bacon of rebellion will be effectually 
stopped. 

General McKinstry. — The announce 
ment of the promotion of Major McKinstry 
to the position of Brigadier General de 
serves something more at our hands. He 
is one tf our own citizens, and whatever 
honor he wins belongs to Michigan, and 
that he will win distinction whenever the op- 
portunity offers, no one who knows him can 
have any doubt 

General McKinistry entered West Point 
in the class of 1833, and was appointed 
Second Lieutenant in the Seoond Regiment 
of Infantry in July, 1838, and assigned to 
the duties of Assistant Commissary of the 
Subsistence Department in September ef 
the same year. In April, 1841, he was 
promoted to be First Lieutenant In March. 
1847, he was appointed A- s is t ant Quarter- 
master with tae rank of Captain. During 
the Mexican war he commanded a company 
cf volunteers, and was breveted Major for 
gallant axd meritorious conduct in the 
battles of Contreras and Churubusco, and 
was also distinguished in the eevere battle 
at

There were two killed of the Third Ver- 
mont regiment, and four wounded. 

Washington, Sept. 12 — Special to the Neio 
York Tribune — Adjutant-General Thomas 
has decided that under no circumstances 
whatever will soldiers be discharged from 
the army on the allegation that they were 
minors when they enlisted. 

Mr. Serriil was unconditionally discharged 
from arre6t at Fort Lafayette He is an 
agent of the Bank of England, and held 
abundant proof of his respectability and 
loyalty at the time he was denounced to the 
police. Mr. Serrill had a long interview 
this evening with the President. The dis- 
closures and suggestions he made were of 
such importance that the Secretary of State 
was sent for to receive them.

They will be 
in ihe field by December, and be commanded 
by experienced officers. 

The special to the N. Y. Herald pays:

Hoerible Tragedy.— Bloomington, Ind , 
Setpember 10 — -A brutal murder w*8 com- 
mitted about two o’clock this morning, 
upon the person of John B. Cox and hie 
wife and four children, living about eeven 
miles east of here. Reliable particulars 
are bard to obtain, bat as near ae can be 
learned they are as follows: 

The father and mother of the murdered 
family were awakened about two o’clock, 
by t creaming in the direction of their 
eon’s house, but a short distance from 
their own, and upon going there stumbled 
over the body of their son, who wss hor- 
ribly mangled about the throat, though 
not dead, and beside him was lying an 
infant uninjured, with which he had tried 
to reach hie father’s bouse. Upon reaching 
the scene of the murder, they found the 
wife and a little girl three years’ old with 
their throats cut Irom ear to ear, and both 
dead. Two other children, the eldest 12 
years, were cut in the same manner, though 
with some symptoms of life. All were cut 
in the same manner, apparently with a 
heavy, sharp knife. Neither the father or 
the child can survive. Two men strongly 
suspected have been arrested and confined 
in jail. The wounded man is positive as to 
one of them, and thinks the other was also 
there, and says there were four in all. The 
two arrested have hitherto borne good char- 
acters. — Lafayette Journal.
